O. O. Reason of Muncie and the con­ 
viction of A. A. Shanahan of Marion 
for prescribing and selling heroin and 
morphine to “ dope fiends"*. 
Serious conditions have prevailed 
in these cities for nearly two years 
and were largely responsible for the 
agitation in favor of the “ anti-dope” 
law passed by the 1913 legislature. 
When young men began to show 
marked effects of the drugs the au­ 
thorities decided to take strenuous 
measures to stamp out the practice. 
Ur. Shanahan was caught 
red- 
handed peddling the drugs. Two A l­ 
exandria young men, who said they 
paid Shanahan from $3.00 to $5.00 
weekly for the “ dope” , set a trap 
for him with the assistance of Police 
Chief Wright. Mayor Batchelor him­ 
self assessed Shanahan a 
tine 
of 
$25.00 and costs and a jail sentence 
of ninety days. The convicted physi­ 
cian was a candidate for county cor­ 
oner on the Democratic ticket four 
vears ago and has been prominent in

public the results o f its inv estigatio n 
o f the so -called wrecking o f the Fris­ 
co sy stem. 
Its findings are o nly mild­ 
ly perso nal, but nev ertheless lay a 
heav y burden upo n Benjamin F. Yo a­ 
kum and the directo rs and o fficers 
who were asso ciated with him in the 
management and co ntro l o f the sy s­ 
tem no w in the hands o f receiv ers. 
The co mmissio n finds that the ills 
o f the St. Lo uis and San Francisco 
railro ad and its allied lines are o f a 
financial 
and 
no t o f an 
o perating 
character. 
The co mmissio n attributes 
the inso lv ency o f the sy stem to the ac­ 
quisitio n o f new lines at prices greatly 
in ex cess o f co nstructio n co sts; to 
the sale o f its funded debt securities 
at ex trav agant rates o f disco unt; to 
inv estm ents in sto cks o f industrial 
co mpanies o n which no div idends hav e 
been paid, and to o ther similar causes. 
The co m missio ners sho w that in 
twelv e y ears disco unts o n bo nds and 
no tes and premiums paid o n the re­ 
tirement o f underly ing issues co st the 
Frisco the eno rmo us amo unt o f $3 2 ,- 
1 5 2 ,602 . 
The co mmissio n makes the 
startling statem ent that o f the net 
amo unt o f the Frisco ’s funded debt 
no w o utstanding mo re than 1 2 .05 per 
cent represents disco unts and co mmis­ 
sio ns which went to bankers. 
“ Within the w idest po ssible range 
o f reaso nable charges to the public,” 
say s the repo rt, “ no transpo rtatio n 
co mpany co nstructed and liv ing upo n 
bo rro wed capital can lo ng surv iv e a 
situatio n in which it sells securities 
at 6 2 ^ cents o n a do llar and pay s in­ 
terest o n the par v alue thereo f. 
At 
4 per cent the $3 0,665 ,7 4 9 o f net dis­ 
co unts and co mmissio ns carried by 
the Frisco represents an annual ex ­ 
penditure o f $1 ,2 2 6,63 0 fo r interest 
upo n mo ney which it nev er receiv ed. 
The acco unts sho w that the securities 
were so ld at prices lo wer than tho se 
abo v e quo ted, but co mmissio ns v ary ­ 
ing fro m 1 to lVfe per cent, paid to the 
bankers, aggregated mo re than $3 ,- 
000,000.” 
The co m missio n’s repo rt sho ws that 
the insiders, including B. F. Yo akum, 
pro fited handso mely fro m sales o f rail­ 
ro ad pro perties made to the Frisco 
co mpany . 
The co mmissio n giv es the 
details o f so me o f these transactio ns 
and sho ws clearly that so me o f the 
pro perties were handed to the Frisco 
at a co nsiderable increase o v er the 
co st o f co nstructio n. 
The co mmissio n 
is unable to giv e all the details o f 
these transactio ns. 
In the case, fo r instance, o f nine 
sy ndicates, which so ld pro perty to the 
Frisco co mpany , the aggregate pro fit 
was $8 ,4 4 4 ,7 96 to members o f the sy n­ 
dicate. 
This pro fit was made o n a 
to tal o f o nly $2 6,5 4 8 ,1 1 1 paid in cash. 
The inco mplete figures sho w that Mr. 
Yo akum made at least $3 66,000 o ut o r 
such 
sy ndicate 
transactio ns. 
The 
co mmissio n criticised Spey er & Co . 
o f New Yo rk by name, because o f the 
sale, sho rtly befo re receiv ers were ap­ 
po inted, o f $3 ,000,000 o f general lien 
5 per cent bo nds at a price o f 7 8 . “ The 
sale o f securities to the inv esting pub­ 
lic thro ugh the bankers,” say s the re­ 
po rt, “ at a time when ev ery appear­ 
ance indicated the inso lv ency o f the 
issuing co mpany , 
inv ites 
and 
war­ 
rants co ndemnatio n o f all tho se who 
assisted o r participated in such sale.’’ 
Kuhn, Ix )eb & Co . are mentio ned in 
co nnectio n with a transactio n which 
the co mmissio n say s had the effect o f 
co ncealing fro m the trustees under the 
mo rtgage the price at which certain 
bo nds o f the Chicago and Eastern Illi­ 
no is Railro ad co mpany were so ld. 
The co mmissio n say s that the ina­ 
bility o f the Frisco to m eet its o bliga­ 
tio ns seem s to hav e been apparent fo r 
so me time prio r to the applicatio n fo r 
the receiv ership. 
Yet while the Fris­ 
co was co mpelled to bo rro w funds 
fro m ev ery av ailable so urce, it co n­ 
tinued its po licy o f adv ancing mo ney 
to o ther co mpanies.

LOSSES INCREASE 


Weekly 
Bulletin 
Indicates 35 Per 


Cent. More Than During Month 


Preceding. 


HOW OFFENDERS ARE CAUGHT 


According to the weekly 
bulletin 


sent out by the state fire 
m arshal, 
December fire losses show an increase 
over those in November. 
Since the 
total number of fires causing 
this 
loss, however, is ten less than the 
number occurring in 
November, the 
greater loss is not due, the fire m ar­ 
shal says, to an increase in hazards, 
but to the more serious nature of all 
December fires. 


A total loss of $60,000 was caused 
by fire arising from defective flues. 
Approximately 10 fires are reported 
as occurring from this source. 
This 
marked increase during the 
winter 
months, is due principally to the use 
of heating apparatus. 
In November, 
a total of eightv-eight fires were re ­ 
ported from the defective flue. 


With the arrest at Alexandria of 
Taylor Roberts, a wealthy real estate 
dealers of Charlottesville,

charge or arson, another illustration 
is given of the methods used by tlie 
office in tracing down cases of incen­ 
diarism.
